“I always insist that persons charged 
with drunk driving be brought into my 
court,” Judge Brooke declared. “I regard | 
that as one of the more serious offenses and 
treat it accordingly.” | 

To facilitate handling less serious viola-_ | 
tions, such as speeding, improper brakes, | 
improper lights and the like, Judge Brooke | 
has set up a scale of fines. These fines may 
be paid to the court clerk, who issues a 
written receipt for each amount collected. 

Judge Brooke recognized the weakness 
of the fee system for county officials and 
attempted to correct it by having intro- 
duced at the last Legislature a bill which 
would have placed Cherokee court attaches 
on a salary. The bill was passed in the | 
House, but died in the Senate. 

Under the present arrangement in 
Cherokee, Judge Brooke says, the amount | 
of fines and bond forfeitures collected 
above court costs goes into an insolvent | 
fund and this fund is divided: under con- 
tract at the close of each court session be- 
tween the clerk, sheriff and county com- 
missioner. | 

Although the division of the insolvent | 
fund ha§ never been questioned legally, | 
Judge Brooke is of the opinion this fund | 
should be held for a period of seven years | 
He con- and then, if not needed to satisfy court | 

cost, should go into the county treasury. | 

The 1951 county audit shows fines and 
bond forfeitures at $32,355.50, with $9,263 
going to the sheriff’s office, $11,278 to the 
court clerk, $1,296 to the justice of the 
peace, $641 to the peace officers’ fund, $70 
to the State Wild Life Department and 
$9,807.50 into the insolvent fund. 

In some counties in his circuit, Judge 
Brooke says, fines and bond forfeitures 
never provide sufficient funds to cover the 
legal fees of court attaches. He believes |

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Taft Talks Big 
--But He’s Worried 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 6—At about 
4:30 Sunday afternoon Sen. Robert A. 
Taft came to the press section in the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel and made a little 
talk. 

His flat, 
confident as he said he already had 540 
delegates for sure and expected about 
600 by Monday. He went on to argue 
that he could win and to damn all those 
who say he cannot. He talked of his 
Ohio victory and offered it as proof that 
he could indeed win. In Ohio all Bob 
Taft did was to prove once more the old 
political adage that you can’t beat some- 
body with nobody. In the Buckeye state 
Taft ran against Jumping Joe Ferguson, 
state auditor, and something of a politi- 
cal clown. The labor unions overdid it, 
too, and aroused a substantial resent- 
ment. But, even without this, there 
would have been no difficulty beating 
Ferguson. He: was a joke. And you 
' can’t beat somebody with nobody. 

But it is true that Taft seems the 
winner here at Chicago. The only mys- 
tery is, and the one source of optimism 
for the Eisenhower camp, that Taft and 
his people seem worried. They talk 
victory. They exude confidence. They 
say it may be on the first ballot and 
surely the second. They say it likely 
will be the latter because on the second 
they will get some favorite son votes 
which on the first roll call will go for 
those state favorites. All they talk is 
sure victory.

Caustic Critics 


Flay MacArthur 


WASHINGTON—Recently I wrote a col- 
umn about the controversial selection of 
General MacArthur as the keynoter for the 
Republican National Convention. I received 


a few letters on the column and what the, 


letters lack in number they more than made 
up for in their degree of bitter denunciation 
of me. 

The strange part of it is that some writers 
accused me of being anti-MacArthur and 
others accused me of being enamored of the 

general and of engaging 
in gushing idolatry of him. 
= One man, interpreting my 
* column as idolizing Gen- 
:* eral MacArthur, said that 
it convicted me of being 
delighted with Hitlerism, 
espousing Communist phi- 
losophy, indifferent oppor- 
tunism and with being 

un-American. 
Here are some of the 
excerpts. One man wrote: 
“I find it hard to express my amazement 
on reading your article yesterday idolizing 
General MacArthur. . Several of my 
friends stopped me to ask... whether you 
had gone ‘crazy.’ . Your article reads to 
me like an appeal to emotionalism and hys- 
teria ....one cannot count on you. ...tIcan 
understand that you may admire General 
MacArthur as a handsome man or @aSs a cou- 
rageous soldier, but I do not see how you can 
idolize him in such a manner as a person or 
as ‘General MacKeynoter,’ the politician and 

presidential candidate.’’ 

Another man wrote: ‘‘I doubt that you can 
get anywhere with anybody, including Mac 
himself, by publicly throwing yourself at 
General MacArthur’s feet. : . . There is a 
streak of cruelty in all of us. Yours crops 
out when writing about people. ... You 
threw yourself at MacArthur ... grovel- 
ling... you stink.’ 

A third man wrote: ‘In amazement and 
sadness I have just read your shockingly 
intemperate column on MacArthur... it 
so resembles the extravagant gushing of an 
enamored schoolgirl. . . . Many more people 
than you have the slightest notion of have 
since seen the light and it is because you are 
still laboring under the spell that you are 
unable to realize this.’’ 

So, I have been vigorously, if not properly, 
chastized for the keynoter MacArthur col- 
umn. The anti-MacArthur bitterness of 
these writers has given vent to itself in their 
scathing letters to me. 

I unhesitatingly acknowledge this caustic 
criticism made of me and the bitter accu- 
sations that it has brought against me. It 
may be of some solace to my caustic critics 
of the keynoter MacArthur column that this 
column has quoted their remarks in part in 
the sharp issue that they take with me. 

Of course, there may be some consolation 
in the fact that their letters have been even 
more caustic in their remarks about Mac- 
Arthur than about me. I have not quoted 
the derogatory remarks made in these let- 
ters about General MacArthur because of 
their extreme nature. 

And so it goes in these days of extrem- 
ism—extremism by which one has to agree 
with another 100 per cent of the time or 
else be accused of evil motives. I do hope 
that I never become so blindly prejudiced 
that I cannot perceive the arguments of 
those who disagree with me—in spite of the 
intemperate language they may use.

CHICAGO—This country began to go to 
smash in Chicago 40 years ago. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who had a wide streak of the

: William Howard Taft,

= @: 1908 with Theodore Roose- 
‘+ velt’s blessing. Teddy, as 
in his patronizing vulgar- 
ity he delighted to be 
called, thought he was 
just placing Taft in the 
White House as custodian until he should 
return to occupancy in 1913. T. R. then 
went hunting in Africa and so kept his fame 
going in the press of the world. He also 
reviewed German troops with the Kaiser at 

Potsdam. 

When he came back, Taft refused to get 


- out of the White House on demand. He 


was a constitutional conservative whereas 
T. R. was a showman with no principles 
and so treacherous that some reporters inter- 
viewed him in pairs for corroboration. 
Long before the 1912 convention opened 
it was obvious that Taft was in. Roosevelt 
had only a comparative handful but with 


these few and his gaudy effrontery he tried 


to take the convention by hysteria. 

A spectacular woman in a red dress sud- 
denly hove up in the Coliseum gallery and 
set up a yell, “‘We want Teddy! We want 
Teddy!’’ She had a a big picture of T. R. 
and, I believe, an American flag. The day 
was terribly hot. The cry was taken up all 
over the hall. The first thing Elihu Root, 
the chairman, knew, the ‘‘demonstration’’ 
was almost out of control. But Root stood 
there whacking the block with his gavel and 
the Taft delegates naturally held fast. 

The stampede, a mechanized affair per- 
formed by stooges brought in for the pur- 
pose, finaly ran out of gas. The Roosevelt 
mob also tried to swamp the majority dele- 
gates on viva voce votes. The Taft men 
wouid vote. ‘‘Ave” in their legitimate num- 
bers, but when the nays were taken, the mob 
rolled the ‘‘noes’’ in thunderous booms. 
Root would wait until fhe. echoes had died 
away and then call out in a small voice, 
“The ayes plainly have it.’’ 

After Roosevelt was licked in a fair con- 
vention, he led his pack to Orchestra Hall 
and organized a thing called the Progressive 
or Bull Moose Party. The term bull moose 
popped out when someone, probably a re- 
porter, asked him how he felt after his lick- 
ing. He said he felt like a bull moose. 

The defection of the Bull Moose vote 
from the Republican strength elected Wilson, 
who soon began to fight for dictatorial pow- 
ers in the chief executive.

Total Destruction or World 
Of Plenty Are the Choices 


Brookhaven—A recent issue of The Con- 
stitution revealed two fundamental problems 
that challenge American thinking. One came 
from President Truman in these words: *‘My 
own objective is peace in the world.”’ The 
other was presented in an editorial discuss- 
ing.economic production. 

In thinking down the line being followed 
by the Truman administration in building a 
‘free nations combat force’’ to face the or- 
ganized combat force of Communist nations 
there seems io be but one answer, total 
world destruction. It seems incredible that 
two such powerful organizations could then 
work out a peace program that cannot be 
worked out under present conditions. 

The adding of a ‘‘fifth man’’ to the con- 
sumption table by 1975 is recognition of the 
world’s population increase that must be 
met by an increased production of food, 
clothing and shelter. With improved Sci- 
entific methods and mass production the 
problem of supply seems assured. But the 
fly in this horn of plenty is one of distribu- 
tion. It was this vision of the future that 
induced the thought in Henry Ford’s mind 


outrageous situation, 
At least, 


that human labor would be abolished when 
all the physical labor would be performed 
by machinery. Through the inventive genius 
of the human mind that objective is at- 
tainable. 


What a field for economic visions that 
situation reveals. Such a situation may be 
nearer than we think. Economic evolution 
is moving rapidly toward extensive concen- 
trations that are choosing mechanical de- 
vices that displace human labor. Then there 
is the possible forcing of such a condition 
should public debts and an economic break- 
down appear through war preparations or 
of war itself. There should be no trifling 
with this situation and it should be quite 
clear that war is not the answer.

History Repeats? 
We Shall See 


The first president of the United States. 


I ever saw was William H. Taft. Come to 
think of it he is the only president I ever 
saw althougn I glimpsed two men who 
wanted to be and didn’t make it, Alf Lan- 
don and Al Smith, and I shook hands once 
with Eisenhower. 

I didn’t even see Taft close at hand, for 
I was a little boy on the fringe of a big 
crowd. But from 100 yards the 300 pounds 
of the’ president were # 
plainly visible. Except © 
that I think he was not 
president at the _ time, 
but ex-president, for the 
year could not have been 
earlier than 1914. . Prob- 
ably he was on a lecture 
tour. 

Why William H. Taft 
was an ex-president is 
explained by what hap- 
pened in Chicago 40 years 
ago. | 

Taft had been the heir apparent when 
Teddy Roosevelt relinquished the’ controls 
in 1908. But like the sad tale of the “‘Two 
Little Girls in Blue,” Wm. H. and T. R. 
had drifted apart. Taff took to the conserva- 
tive shore. Teddy turned more liberal. 

Where he came out for such newfangled 
notions as the initiative and referendum, 


that was more than the rotund man in the 


White House could stomach. 

Taft announced for sgenomination even 
though he had said persistently, ‘Politics 
make me sick.’’ (His son Bob makes a lot 
of people feel that way, too.) 

“Fighting Bob’’ LaFollette seemed fhe 
logical candidate for the Progressive Repubs 
licans, but his health failed temporarily and 
the old “‘Rough Rider’ took up the fight 

At the convention Taft was ‘‘renominated 
by routine steam-roller methods,’’ to quote 
from Biographer Henry F. Pringle. 

Roosevelt had the popular following, but 
Taft had the delégates. y 

A thoroughly reliable historian, Arthut 
M. Schlessmger, wrote of the 1912 battle 
" . the President's supporters controlled 
the party machinery in most of the states 
and absolutely controlled the South. .., 
When the national convention assembled , .~. 
the Republican National Committee . ...- 
awarded most of the contested seats to Taft 
delegates and constructed a majority which 
renominated Taft on the first ballot.’’ 

To be perfectly fair, though, one must 
read on in Schlesinger to this passage: 
“Three hundred and forty-four Roosevelt 
delegates ... refused to vote, though critics 
unkindly pointed out that Roosevelt himself 
had secured Taft’s nomination four years 
before by similar methods.”’ 

You know the rest. The Progressives 
bolted to form the Bull Moose Party with 
Roosevelt as candidate. 

They started their convention with “‘On- 
ward Christian Soldiers’’ and ended with 
‘‘Praise God from whom. . But when the 
roll was called up yonder in the electoral 
college. they were short on ballots. ' 

In November Woodrow Wilson, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, got 41.8 per cent of the:

‘The Georgia Baptist Children’s 
Home in Hapeville is more than 
just a ‘‘home” to 300 bright, ener- 
getic youngsters—it is a verita- 
ble little city, a Lilliputian farm- 
ing community of 700 acres oper- 
ated entirely by the children. 

This busy little city, with but a 
few exceptions, is independent of 
the outside world. Its industrious 
citizens produce their own beef, 
pork, chickens, eggs and milk. 
They operate their own laundry, 
a juvenile barber’ shop, which 
serves the entire community, their 
own sewing rooms, a modern milk 
pasteurizing plant. Under adult 
supervision, they repair electrical 
fixtures and plumbing, And boys 
as well as girls prepare their own 
meals in modern kitchens. 


Although thousands of Georgia 
Baptists are aware of the scope of 
this Hapeville home’s operation, 
most Atlantans think it consists 
only of the picturesque campus, 
with its score of modern brick 
dormitories, seyeral older admin- 
istration buildings, a gymnasium) 
and swimming pool. 

MIST SPEND DAY 

But to comprehend the size of 
the operation one must spend the 
greater part of a day riding in 
an auto through Fulton and Clay- 
ton Counties. Only then will he 
realize that the children there are 
not only the busiest and happiest 
youngsters in the state, but also 
the best- fed group of Georgia chil- 
dren. 


The little workers at the home 
have meat or chicken twice a day. | 
They eat steak at least three times 
a week. | 


They consume an average of 400 
gallons of milk a week, produced | 
by the home's registered Holstein 
herd, one of the finest in this area. | 
Through scientific breeding of 
swine and beef the home has a 
year-around supply of meat which 
is quick-frozen and apportioned out | 
to each cottage throughout the 
year.

Loyalty to one’s own golf professional is standard sentiment, but 
at Brunswick the sentiment bends toward enthusiasm. They wouldn’t 
swap Tommy Wilson for any pro alive, and they'll take you out on 
the course and show you why. 

This is the same Tommy Wilson who came over from England 
about 1920, the same Tommy Wilson who made Bobby Jones’ first 
championship putter and the same Tommy Wilson who was based 
for 21 years at Ansley Park in Atlanta. His brother Billy is still 
there, the pro at Bobby Jones municipal course. 

The Brunswick people run off this tournament with the family 
in mind. They urge that all players rally their family around 
them, arrange for housing on the beach or mainland side, and 
then on the third night will feed the entire family, no matter how 
large, a tremendous dinner of shrimp, fish, slaw and hush pup- 
pies for five bucks, to the noisy and enthusiastic rhythm of a 
washboard band that will attempt any rendition from ‘‘Listen to 
the Mocking Bird’ to ‘“‘Warsaw Concerto.”’

WASHINGTON, July 6—(INS)—The United States has never quite solved, to its own satisfaction, 
the problem of what to do with its ex-presidents.

Designer Says Girdles Give Girls ‘Tube Shape’ 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 


NEW YORK—(INS)—Designer 
Charles James—who shapes the 
fashion futures of half of Ameri- 
ca's 10 best-dressed women—says 
that ladies must abolish girdles. 
Instantly. 

He says that girdles make 
women “‘all in a tube,’’ that thev 
“add inches to-any waist over 25 
vears and give a shape which no 
longer spells seduction.” 

And futhermore, he adds, gir- 
dies only redistribute her torso 
into an unnatural, less - curved 
state—‘‘when the normal curves 
of a torso should he played up 
rather than pushed down. To- 
day's fashions call for a woman 
_ to protrude.”’ 


STARTS SQUABBLE 


James, a custom designer 
whose creations cost the Mrs. 
William Paleys and Harrison Wil- 
liams thousands of dollars «year, 
has always felt this way about 
what he terms ‘‘so-called founda- 
tions.”” But he only recently 
made public his theory—and New 
.York’s garment row, Seventh 
Avenue, hasn't been the same 
since. 

As one manufacturer, who 
makes clothes on the standard 
measurements, put it: 

“Tf this guy convinces women 
to give up girdles, things’ll be in 


rough shape.”’ 

Here is the situation as James 
sees it: 

The art of binding women in 
elastic girdles became a fashion 
habit in the 1920's when a few 
trend-setters decided to give girls 
a flat, boyish figure. 

The girdle, he says, did just 
that; it pushed her hipline inches 
into her waistline inches and 
pressed her diaphragm up to 
meet her bustline. 


CURVES CAME BACK 


Later, he points out, curves 
came back into style but the gir- 
dle never went out. It © still 
pushed up, pressed down, redis- 
tributed the weight and ‘‘stream- 
lined women into real shape- 
lessness.”’ 

In other words, snaps James, 
the elastic in girdles adds two 
inches to their waists. He says 
it creates ‘“‘rubber tires’’ that 
needn't exist if weight is dis- 
tributed normally and distorts a 
gal’s figure which is prettier in 
its natural state—even an over- 
weight natural state—than in a 
false form. 

The designer's idea is. that 
elastic cannot possibly restrict 
fat—it just expands it into an- 
other area. 


DESIGNS SHAPE 
To make a woman look nor- 


mal and at the same time as 
slender as possible, here is his 
solution. He cuts dresses with a 


shaped waistline, so that the 
waist indentation of the pattern 
shapes into the slenderest por- 
tion of her natural figure. That 
means that the waist.in the cen- 
ter front is approximately two 
inches lower than on the sides 
(where it nips in above the hip- 
bone), and in the back, it is 


about three inches lower than 
the sides. 

This gives the effect of a 
moulded, almost basque - like 
waist, rather in the Lily Lang- 
tree tradition. but without the 
stiff. boned look of that era. 

The average woman's dress, 
says James, is cut in the obso- 
lete 1920's stvle. He has changed 
that structure too. Women with 
the flat, boyish figures of the 
'20s_ stood with bad posture, 
giving them a slight stoop-shoul- 
der look . . . Now they stand 
erect, meaning that their bos- 
oms are higher, their chests 


broader, and the back 


or three inches shorter. 

James cuts his clothes that 
way. He allows more fabric to 
span the bustline, puts less fab- 
ric in the back, and often builds 
in small pads to support the 
bosom line. 

As for the hips, he’s convinced 
they're here to stay. He even 
puts padding in them to accentu- 
ate what he’s sure is positive.

VERDI'S ‘“‘Macbeth”’ performed by 
the Vienna State Opera featur- 
ing Elizabeth Hoengen and Vien- 
na Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
ducted by Karl Bohm.

This seldom-heard opera has 
many sparkling moments. Recaik’ 
ing its New York performance in 
1941, I would say, dramatically and 
melodically speaking, the work can 
hold its own with the ‘“‘bedraggled 
favorites.”’

Vitamin D Urged 
For Young Babies 


From the age of 3 or 4 weeks 
every baby should receive every 
day not less than 300 or 400 units 
of vitamin D to prevent rickets. 
A scant teaspoonful of cod liver 
or other fish liver oil contains 
300 or 400 units of vitamin D. A 
single drop of one or another 
concentrate of fish liver oil, con- 
tains 300 units of vitamin D. 

Some babies get such a daily 
ration of vitamin D for several 
months or for the entire year. 
But too often doctors and par- 
ents forget about it before the 
baby has outgrown the need for 


_ it. Not until about the eighteenth 


month, when some babies begin 
to get sufficient vitamin D from 
egg yolk and butter (the only 
foods that can supply enough for 
a growing child), may the fish 
liver oil, be discontinued—that is, 
if you wish to give the baby a 
fair break. 

Some good doctors advise not 
one teaspoonful of fish liver oil 
but three daily; not a single 
drop of fish liver oil concentrate, 
but three drops daily—that is, 900 
to 1,000 units of vitamin D daily. 

It is hardly possible to learn in 
one easy lesson how to diognose 
rickets, but the mention of some 
common 
calcium deficiency disease (vita- 
min D merely promotes assimila- 
tion and utilization of calcium) 
will give a fair idea of the dis- 
ease. Incidentally, milk and egg 
yolk are the best food sources of 
calcium for infant or growing 
child. 


Familiar symptoms or signs 
of rickets escape recognition in 
many instances because parents 
and sometimes doctors are prone 
to dismiss them as ‘‘teething,’’ 
*‘indigestion”’ or ‘‘nervousness.”’ 


It is especially unfortunate for 
the baby with early rickets that 
susceptibility to the cri (common 
respiratory infections) is charac- 
teristic of the disease. This en- 
courages (blankety) parents and 
(blank) doctors and (censored) 
saireygamps and (shall we say 
just) quaint people to deny the 
baby his place in the sun or the 
chance to play most of the time 
dressed only in didies. Sunlight 
or just diffuse daylight (in the 
shade), if permitted to reach the 
skin, manufactures the vitamin 
D the baby needs. 


Although the daily vitamin D 
supplement may be discontinued 
in some instances when the baby 
is eighteen months old, especially 
if the baby has the boon of suf- 
ficient everyday exposure to 
ultraviolet in sunshine and shade, 
I am sure an extra ration of 
vitamin D can do no harm and 
I recommend as a kind of health 
insurance such‘a daily ration 
along with calcium, phosphorus, 
iodin, thiamine and riboflavin, 
right on through childhood, youth 
and maturity, as described in the 
pamphlet Young Folks and Old 
Folks, available on written re- 
quest if you provide stamped, 
self-addressed envelope.
